\AIKKIC\X WRESTLER WON. 


New York, Jan. 31—The fate of 


Harry K. Thaw rests with the jttty. 
At 11:30 this morning, after listening 
to an elaborate charge by Justice 
'Bowling^ the, jury retired and began 
their deliberations. 


The scenes in the court room this 


morning- were devoid of dramatics* 
The berates were over and the jwfc 
was down to a crime committed ana 
the punishment to be inflicted. Jus- 
tice Dowling, by bis charge, effective* 
ly cleared the atmosphere. He calletl 
the killing a murder and had Im- 
pressed on these 
twelve men that 


their duty was to decide whether ot 
not Harry K. Thaw knew what he 
dM when he fired the three shots 
from his revolver that ended the life 
of Stanford "White. 


The jury was informed in emphatiti 


language that it must not be swayetl 
by any evidence of the character oC 
Stanford White. 


"The life of tlie humblest or most 


abandoned," the court Iheld, ' 'la 
equally entitled to- the protection. oC 
the law as that of the most cultivat- 
ed, refined or elevated." The Judga 
riddled the "irresistible impulse" the- 


rested on whether ^tShaw' knew whea 
he shot White that it wa&"W&ite He 
was shooting at, and that' it was 
WBriite that he designed to ^injure ofr 
kill. 


"The heat of passion and a feeling 


produced by motives of auger, hatred 
and revenge," he declared, /"is not 4tt- 
sanity." The jury mufet believe that 
Thaw was actually insane a$ the time 
he -shot White, before they could find 
him not guilty. 


Foreman Gremmel then requested! 


that the jury be given fche exhibits! 
in the case. The jury then retired. 


Thaw, who was plainly highly naf* 


vous, was escorted to one of the prii- 
on ante-rooms, where his wife and 
mother soon afterwards joined him*. 


Justice Bowling's charge to tfto 


jury leaned neither way, but the de- 
fense was plainly disappointed when 
Justice Dowling told the jury that it 
must not consider the charges against 
White in making up its verdict.

ever presented by a magistrate in jt 
murder trial in New Yoric: 'l It made 
more than 7500 words.

Plain But Unpleasant Truth.

Among the orators at the McKin- 


ley memorial at Columbus Wednes- 
day night, -was 'Hon. Walter B. 
Ritchie, of Lima, Ohio, one of the 
most prominent and highly esteemed 
Democrats of the State, who may be 
•honored with his party's nomination 
for governor the present year. The 
State Journal copies from Mr. Ritch- 
ie's eulogy some very forceful 
re- 


marks applying to exisiting condi- 
tions in the state and the country. We 
copy the followng from the Journal's 
report: 


"Though speaking as a. Democrat, 


•he praised the stupendous work of 
McKJinley as a maker of tariffs, and 
addefti: 
'If lie were here tonight we 


would have to tell htm that of 126,- 
OOO men employed in 583 manufac- 
tories in Ohio 60,,000;are idle. \Ve 
would have to tejl him that 320,000 
freight cars in the country are idle on 
side tracks.

REMINISCENCES OF 


NEWARK DOCTORS 


To attempt to give a graphic, as 


well as succinct account of the early 
physicians of Newark and the import. 
ant part they played J« molding the 
character of our 
now thriving city 


would require the pen of one more 
gifted than myself, and 1 feel that i 
am not wholly adequate to the task 
of doing full justice to these 'brainj 
men, 
who have long 
since passec 


from the stage of action. 


1 will confine myself in these few 


brief reminiscences to those more 
prominent figures who played theii 
part on the stage before 
the earl> 


sixties. And among .the more promi- 
inent ones who figred 
in the early 


fifties I would mention Dr. John Q. 
Brice. He was a gentleman of the 
old school, a Virginian by birth; a. 
man of fine presence, of a strong per- 
sonality, and wielded a powerful in- 
fluence in molding the character of 
our city in early times. 
He had 


large practice and. was looked upon 
as a model practitioner. 


Later Dr. B. W. Brice, father-in- 


aw of Judge Kibler of this city, came 
to the front as an able practitioner, 
•md had the confidence of our people 
up to the time of :his death. He was 
of a genial and social nature, and 
gathered around 'him many 
-warm 


personal friends. He was a safe prac- 
itioner and had the confidence of-the 
people to a very eminent degree. 


Dr. Dickinson, an English physi- 


cian, also played an important part 
n 'the early history of medicine in 
jur city. He was a polished gentle- 
man, and was considered an exceed- 
ngly able physiican as well 'as sur- 
geon. 


Dr. Edward Stanbery was cotem- 
oraneous with Dr. Dickinson. He 


was a man of charming personality 
and .had the confidence of the com- 
munity not only as a safe practition- 
er, but also a man of vast learning 
and erudition. He was extremely 
ond of the -chase. He was a great 
iimter and ray early recollections of 
iittf are -when I saw him arrayed in 
his English hunting suit accompan- 


d by Ms dogs, on 
his way to the 


roods in search of game. He was 
ot only an able physician, but also 
ossessed those social qualities which 


"•0 to make up -the polished gentle- 
man. 


Dr. Daniel 'Marble was another 


rominent 
practitioner 
of those 


imes. He was of aTliterary turn of 
mind-and was for years che editor of 
the Newark Gazette, one of the lead- 
ing periodicals in our city at that 
time. He was a btfsy practitioner as 
well, -and stood very -higirin tEe'com- 
mn-nity as a man thoroughly versed 
in his profession. His son. Edward T. 
Marble also'occu'pied a" conspicuous 
place as a medical practitioner. He 
was versatile, an able» -writer for med- 
ical journals, and was looked upon 
as a leading man in Ms profession. 


Dr. L. L. Ballou was also a leader 


in the medical profession 
at that I 


time. He was noted for Ms humanity, 
arid never refused a?call, caring very 


goons In Central Ohio. Ho was a man 
of fine address, and was known not 
only as a safe iphyslciaii, but surgeon 
us well. 


Dr. J. R. Black came to Newark 


Just at the close of our great Clvli. 
war and soon built up a large aud lu- 
crative practice. He had boon a sur- 
geon In the army, and whilo foe was 
an able practitioner lie was also of a 
literary turn of mind 
and was 
a 


writer for many of tho loading per- 
iodicals of the day. He was » great 
book worm 'and when not occupied 
with the duties of his profession 
he 


was busily engaged in writing. He 
wrote a book entitled "The Ten Laws 
of Health," which luid a large circu- 
lation. 
The writer was most inti- 


mately acquainted with him and al- 
ways found him a genial 
polished 


gentleman. 


Dr. B. F. Spencer came to our city 


in the early 
seventies. 
He was a 


man of commanding appearance, u 
fine scholar, 'and of a genial nature, 
and won many warm friends. He al- 
ways took a deep Interest in every- 
thing pertaining to he medical pro- 
fession and was a model practitioner. 


Dr. James Larlmore, who recently 


passed away, 'brings us down to the 
present time. 
He was a safe prac- 


titioner and was known more as a 
surgeon than physician, having been 
surgeon for the Pan Handle railroad 
for over 20 years. 
He was a close 


student and had' many warm friends 
among his patrons. His early death 
was sadly felt by his brother practi- 
tioners, who admired him .for 
his 


many warm traits of character. 


It is extremely doubtful whether 


any other city in our state can boast 
of so formidable an array of medical 
mea in the past as our own city. It 
should be an 
incentive for the 


younger rnem.be.rs of the profession 
:o cherish their memories and strive j 
to emiulate their virtues. 


There are but four medical practi- 


tioners now living 
who embarked 


with the above in the early sixties, 
namely, Drs. Speer, Brooke, Sook Sr.. 
and myself, and while we, too, in the 
ery nature of things will soon have

CONTRACT WITH WATER CO. 


FOR HYDRANT RENTALS 


City Has the Right Under the Contract to Use Any 


Number of Hydrants for Such Time as May be 


Required at the Regular Price—Board 


Well Pleased With the Contract 


for It Wffl Be a Saving 


to the City. 


?The recent water works problem is 


in a fair way of solution as an am- 
icable agreement has been reached by 
the Boa?d of Public Service and the 
old Water Works company. 


Friday morning the Board, and 


Mr. Veach, 'representing the Water 
jWorks company, signed a memoran- 
dum of agreement by the terms of 
which the city is enabled to rent from 
•the company just as many hydrants 
as they may desire, and for as long 
a period as they may wish. Under its 
terms the agreement may be nullified 
at *,ny time the board may wish to do 
so. 


The agreement was drawn by City 


iSolieitor iFramk Bolton according to 
thfe proposition made the city by Mr. 
Veach at its last regular session. The 
Board is greatly pleased with the ar- 
rangement for it will save the city 
qttite a nice little sum of money until 
such, time as a final completion is 
made of the city's water -works sys- 
tem. 


Under the Fulton ordinance bonds 


would have been issued in the sum of 
?85,000, ibearing 4 1-2 per cent. This 
would have amounted to $3,925 
per 


year. The sum would not begin to 
complete the plant and the same 
amount of bonds would have to be 
issued yearly for a period of at least 
three years and the interest would 
fceep piling up. 


Under the present arrangement the 


Board claims that as soon as water 
is turned into the new mains it will 
only be necessary to use 43 of the old 
company's hydrants, -which -will cost 
tfle city a yearly rental of f 2,064 This 
will toe z. saving to the city of 51.861, 
the difference between the interests 
on. ?S5,000 -worth of bonds and what 
tEe 43 hydrants mil cost in rentals. 


The board has shown good business 


sagacity in making the agreement and 
they are being commended for the 
successful stand 
which they have 


taken. Following is a copy of the 
agreement:

same conditions as the con- 
tract which terminated Sep- 
tember 1, 1906. The

water to be furnished for fire 
purposes and for public build- 
ings and institutions, etc., as 
under the said contract pro- 
vided, and said water shall be 
furnished by the said Verrill 
tinder this contract as long as 
the board, officers or munici- 
pal authority having control 
of the construction or opera- 
tion: of the Municipal Water" 
Works shall require. Provid- 
ed, further, that should the 
board, officer or municipal au- 
thority having charge of the 
construction or operation of 
the municipal water works 
deem it necessary to reduce 
the number of hydrants now 
used by said city, they may 
do so by notifying the agent 
in charge of said water works 
that they so desire so to do, 
and said H. M. Verrill agrees 
he will furnish such number 
of fire hydrants for such 
length of time as said board, 
officer, or municipal authority 
having in charge the construc- 
tion or operation of said mu- 
nicipal water works shall re- 
quire.

BIG GUNS NOT TO BE USED. 


Experts Say 
Maximite 
Will 
Prcpol 


Projectiles With 
Unerring Aim at 


Seven 
Miles—Ship 
Planned 
With 


Fifty Tubes That Could Sink Fleet 
of Dreadnoughts. 


As a result of the invention by Hud- 


son Maxim of a ue\v and powerful ex- 
plosive known as maximite. which can 
be used as the propelling power for 
torpedoes, the navy department is 
drafting plans for a battleship which 
will be a complete revolution in that 
type of warship, says a Washington 
dispatch to the Kansas City Star. 


The torpedo now in use is pr-jpelled 


by compressed air, but this has a limit. 
The maximite twpedo would have the 
means within itself by reason of the 
secret powder it will bold to geuerate 
a gas as its propulsive power. 


The new ship instead of big guns 


will have broadside batteries of tor- 
pedoes of the highest speed. These 
torpedoes can be propelled at a speed 
of sixty miles an hour, are unerring in 
aim up to seven miles and cannot be 
diverted from their course. 


The great weight now utilized for 


big guns, barbettes, superimposed tur- 
rets and batteries will be put into addi- 
tional armor plate, especially along the 
water line. The new vessel will carry 
only a secondary battery of long range 
rapid fire guns for use in repelling tor- 
pedo boat attacks. It is believed with 
its battery of torpedoes it will be able 
to destroy and sink any war vessel 
•within range of it before the guns of 
the enemy can be made effective. 


Such a vessel of the size of the pres- 


ent battleship could be provided with a 
broadside of, say, fifty torpedoes, ef- 
fective at from 10.000 to 12,000 yards, 
and with the increased armor It could 
fearlessly approach within two miles 
of the greatest guns now known to any 
navy. The discharge of a broadside of 
torpedoes at that distance would de- 
moralize a 
whole fleet of Dread- 


noughts. It is also pointed out by ex- 
perts that If it should happen that the 
new torpedo battleship should ever get 
into close quarters it could, if so pro- 
vided, launch a submarine boat or two, 
and a sea fight would be summarily 
finished in favor of the new -warship. 


Naval e3^>erts say that the proposed 


idea is worth putting Into practice. The 
ship could be built for about §8,000,000, 
which is $2,000,000 less than the cost 
at & Dreadnought 
Its fighting value 


•would be twofold—first, ability to ap- 
proach the biggest 
warships now 


afloat or te be built within the next 
five years; second, the specially formi- 
dable" class of torpedoes of unerring 
aim and great velocity would be of far 
greater destructive capacity than tb 
guns of a dozen of the present battle- 
ships. 


It is understood that if the govern 


ment should adopt the view of Repre 
sentative Hobson, which was indorse* 
by the president for an annnal er 
penditure of §50.000.000, or would mat 
one special appropriation of $50,000,000 
for the navy, the navy department wil 
construct one torpedo battleship as an 
"iperiment

He saM 
that many physicians, though not as 
thoroughly given to the theory as he 
himself, follow It In general effect by 
giving the patient some harmless medi- 
cine calculated to have no effect except 
to make the patient think he is swal- 
lowing a medical remedy, then effect- 
tog cure by ordering sunlight and 
cheerful surroundings and letting na- 
ture work out the cure on that line. 


Invention to Eliminate Types. 


An invention to discard the whole 


process of typesetting in the use of 
printing has been perfected by Gus- 
tavo German!, a young Italian, wbo 
has been working upon his models for 
several years iu Pittsburg. Application 
has been made for patents covering 
his ideas. The invention is calculated 
to revolutionize the art of printing, 
says the Pittsburg Dispatch. 
Typ« 


forms will be formed iu relief on the 
metallic plates used on printing press- 
es and consist of writing on the sur- 
face of the plate with "etching ground" 
and then subjecting it to the "cutting" 
action of acid whereby that portion of 
the plate which has not received the 
"etching ground" is eaten away, caus- 
ing the type to stand out in relief. The 
reading of proof is mnde easy by plac- 
ing the plate under a mirror inclined 
at an angle of forty-five degrees. Im- 
perfections in the type are quickly dis- 
cerned and can be corrected without 
trouble.
